PETITION FOR THE ENTRY OF AN AMENDMENT FOR THE CORRECTION OF 
INVENTORSHIP PXJRSUANT TO RULE 1.48 



It is respectfully requested that the above-identified

As set forth in the Declaration of Stanley S. Shapiro, 
Christine Paine, Allan H. Conney, and Mou-Tuan Huang, the error 
in inventorship occurred as a result of a misunderstanding of the 
contribution of Stanley S. Shapiro, Christine Paine, Allan H. 
Conney, and Mou-Tuan Huang to the invention claimed in the above- 
identified application. The misunderstanding caused Stanley S. 
Shapiro, Christine Paine, Allan H. Conney, and Mou-Tuan Huang to 
be omitted as joint inventors at the time the application was 
filed on October 20, 2003. The error in inventorship was 
discovered in early 2008 as a result of a conversation with 
Andrea Colby of Johnson & Johnson, the current assignee of the 
instant application. Upon ascertaining that an error in 



inventorship had occurred. Applicant's attorney undertook the 
preparation of the necessary supporting documents submitted 
herewith to amend the application to correct the error in 
inventorship.
